UNDER AWFUL FIRE

Experience of British Troops at Mod-
der River Fight.

HEAT WAS ALMOST UNBEARABLE

Men Were Without Water and
Food Thirteen Hours.

BOERTACTICSCOMPLIMENTED

Corregpondence of the Assoclated Press.
LONDuN, January d.—British war corre-
spondents are pouring in through the malls
columns of descriptions of the operations
in South Africa. Those recently printed
refer chiefly to the battles of Graspan and
Modder river, for 1t is yet too early for the
publication of full accounts of Buller's de-
feat at Colenso. The Times correspondent
at Modder river has writien a graphle ac-
count of the long, fierce battle that takes
Itz nume from that stream, “For the whole
of the day,” he writes, “the Guards brigade
lay on the open veldt in a heat that was
actually 110 degrees In the shade at mid-
day. Meanwhile the left flank had not
been idle, and after the general had per-
sonally led them to the summit of a slight
rise that commanded the only possible
means of crossing the river—the dam that
had been bullt to turn the Modder river into

an ornamental pond for the picnies of
Kimberley excursionists—they moved in
echelon toward the edge of the river bank

on the enemy’'s extrome loft,

“That it could even be attempted to eross
the river, sliding sideways through the rush
of the water over the paddles of a rickety

fron bar. by one clinging to the short sup-
parts in full view of the opposite shore, was
an act of reckless heroism against which
even the wary Cronie had not provided.
This, however, is what was actually done,
and it woulid be dithcult to find a parallel
for the stubborn pluck of the men who ace-
companied Col. Rarter across the 300 yvards
of dam and weir. One by one some 400 of
them erossed. Then a detichment of the
Royal Engineers, showing how well they
could tike their part in the forefront of the
fighting line, followed them.  After that
some more of the Yorkshire Light Infan-
try. Little by little a forece was collected
which cleared several of the nearest houses
on the right and effected an occupation of
an irrigation diteh, from which they were
never dislodged.
L rr Fire Thirteen Hours.

“To fight for thirteen bours 15 an ordeal
that In any kind of warfare would be
rilde strain: but out on the trecless, shade-
Iesz velidt, with the thermometer at the de-
gree above mentioned, the exhaustion saf-
fered By our men wis =o great that in hun-
dreds of cases men and officers alike slept
as they lay in the serub, careless of the
:-}nli rm-i rifle fire that snrged over them

i ter-

“To provide them food was imposs=ible, to
hring a water cart on the tield— * Colid-
stream Guards found by bitter expericnes—
wias only tempting men to expose them-
selves to death, rushing for witer at all
hazards, and lvaving the cover, such as it
was, afforded by the nine  or ten-inch
growth of mimosa serub.

“Eariy In the afternoon the goneral was
shot through the thigh, and for some time
the two brigades, In the absence of orders,
were compelled  to act independently of
each ather, the only communication belng o
warning to the 9th Brigade not to fire upon
the tir=t, of which there was some danger.

“The magniticent manner in which the
Boers had  reallzed and  augmenteid the
strength of the position, the suceess with
which they had Kept thelr works and dispo-
<itlon seeret until the erucial moment, the
Teint on the extreme right by which they
drew off the entire artillery strength of our
foree from thelr main position, and the
tonishineg accuraey of their pleked  shot:
at the longest ringes, should 21l be remem-
byred 1o the creit of thelr generals, But
it was in the material which formed the
commandos that they failed. They could
not do maore than they actually did with
the men under their command. Already
Jeulousies had sprung up between the gen-
erals, the men aceosed each her of cow-
ardles, and the threat of physical foree had,
If rumors were true, to be held over them
moreé than once.

Effective Boer Maxim Guna.
“The one-pound Maxim gun was the
most effective weapon used by the Boers.
The five or six shots fired In ope second
while the gun was traversed had more
moral effect than the steady discharge of
shrapnel from the ordinary fiftecn-pounder

as-

at half minute intervals, One man not
far from me had both thighs blown of
as he sat by one of these Httle shells land-

ing on the ground belwe:
is no question that

1t them, but there
the moral effect was

A% a n._lo- griater than the practical re-
sults. No gun was more cordially disliked
by our men than this new weapon, that

was usually christened ‘Bong-Bong-Bong,'
the patent of which In IS02 was offered
to amd declined by our government.'

Of the lessons to be learned from Mod-
der river this correspondent sayvs:

“It will be hmpossible in any future war
for the officers to retain their swords, and
it will be worth while for the war office
to construct some lght carbine that may
be carried by them Irmlmd of weighty rifle
servid outl W the men.'

The scene after the battle
scribed by the same wrlter:

“Most people who have staved at Kim-
berley know of Modder river as a recrea-
tion ground, only thinking of it, in fact,
much as London regards Malden Head,
Never has ft been anyihing but a frivolous
Little patch in the heart of the veldt. The
punishment for its giddiness has been sud-
den and extraordinary.

“The place is deserted,the walls and roofs
perforated like a colander, the water,
churned and befouled by 10,000 animals,
rolls over and over the dead that were
hurriedly thrown inte Ws eddying hollows
with a weight attached, that has in many
cases proved insufficlent. The bridge lies
on its ruined piers a twisted length of scrap
fron, and the dead horses fill every nook in
the riverside woods,

“The chapel with its little wooden cross
near the river stood in the thick ef the
fight, and now lies a crumbling mass of
adobe walls, with Its shattered earthen al-
tar and the remalns of {18 scats, There is
no square rood within this extinet para-
dise that does not bear witness to the
feurful effect of modern weapons.”

The Marines at Graspan.

The conduct of the marines of the naval
brigade at Graspan is a source of unending
praise from all e rrespondents. The Times
representative at that battle writes:

“The naval brigade advanced In extended
order, but in converging upon the positlon
to be taken they unconsciously found them-
selves closed in, and in that formation at-
tempted the ascent. 'The fire directed upon
them was terrible and, distinguished by
their swords, the officers were the first to
fall. Commander Ethelstan was mortally
wounded fifty yards from the first slope,
and one by one the rest fell as they ad-
vanced, many with two or three bullet

wounds. The slaughter was appalling to
walch; the gailfiniry displayed was useless
under the pitiless Iron hail that was but
slightly checked by the redoubted shelling
of the reinforeed battery. With a cheer
the Yorkshire men—by a curious colneidence
they had been conveyed from Mauritius by
the very men to whose help they now came
—ran up, pouring upward a tremendous fu-
sillade toward the crest of the Sangar., Of
course, they lost heavily., but their open
formation and the impossibility of distin-
guishing officers saved them from the con-
centrated fire that had deprived the naval
detachment of their leaders, and little by
Httle the thin line of khaki crawled up to
the ion.

“The storming line was now s0 near
the crest that the guus could only be di-
rected upon the Boers enfilading the posi-
tion from the spurs of the kopje on the
left, and almost in a calm Lieutenant S,
C. Tavlor, closely followed by Lieutenant
Jones of the marines, reached fhe outer
works of the Sangar and made thelr way
Dver.

“In the next half minute fifty men tum-
bled over and immediately rushed forward
to clear the position in the rear. Thi= was,
hewever, stubbornly held for a quarter of
an hour, more, perhaps, as a seréen than
anything else to cover the retreat of the
Boers,

“Above, the hilltop was almost dripping
with blood; not a boulder escaped its splash
of erimson, and the innumerable splinters
anid chips of ironstone blocks Indicated the
terrific pature of our fire, Mosgt of the dead
or wounded Boers were carried off—fifiy
of the more severely wounded were found
in their hospital, a quarter of 4 mile away,
but here and there a dead man proved
that here the Transvaal had sent its men
down for the first thime to meet the on-
coming eolumn.'

The Dally Telegraph's eorrespondent di-
lates upon the daring of the marines.

“The mariners numberad 18577 he writes,
“and every man was in the fighting line,
four yvards apart.  Of the total the number

hit was ni V-iwo—exactly S0 per cent,
Not a particle of cover was to be had, save

three small ant hills, and the Boers had ac-
curately measured the ranges of these from
thelr position. One gallant fellow, describ-
ing the fire to an officer, sabd: *Yoes, sir,
the bullets came middling thick," and while
actnally making the ascent he remarked to
hi= next man that it was like a ‘Blooming
hail storm.” Each of the three companles
Hfuiwd only one officer, twa of those were soon
hit, and the commanding officer shot dend.
Sergeants at once supplied their places, and
of these T0 per cent were hit.  Four bullets
went through the elothes and helmet of one
otficer, and a fifth kaocked away the maga-
zine of his rifle.  That was ‘middling thick,"
as Tommy sald.™

“One detachment of sixteen marines,
writes the Standard's correspondent, “who
had got around the corner of the kopie

away from the others, and were without an
otfieer, were not certain about the order 1o
clear the kopje.  But ane of the men shout-
eid, *Let's at the devil=!" and they rushed to
the tep, losing ten out of their number in
the agecent.”
Julinn Ralph's Story.

Julian Ralph, writing for the Daily Mail,
EHAYED

“Let me describe the top of one of the
small hills in the Belmont eongagement, the
one fn storming which the brave Grena-
\l]h' 5 suffered part of thelr fearfully heavy
frery

“On this kopje the Boor commander had
compelled the poorer men of his commando

to livee for weeks. 1 took It that these wire
men of the servant and the laborer class,
Their dead, whose untidy and neglected
boddies saw as the British bullets amd
bayonets had left them, conflrmed this
theory, for they were poorly  eclad, un-
shaven, unclean and hungry-looking. They

were of that cliss of Boer whom Janies
Bryee deseribes ns having started at a sev-
enteenth contury standard and deterforated
for three hundrid years. 1 knew when 1
saw such men among the dead, the wound-
ed and the prisoners, how it eould be that
white men could misuse the white flag and
mock the sacred purposes of the Geneva
L‘rrll:.-',

“The food, the dirt and the extraordinary
|urafLI-«1fm of eartridges and eartrldge wrap-
pines were all mixed together, but the
carth sd disorder were not so offensive as
the grimy, tly ‘condition of the dead.
